Module 1: Completion of the Home Study Module 


This module of the Outreach Trainer Development Program is Internet based (online) and focused on the 
background study required to knowledgeably represent The Monroe Institute’.

Module 2: Complete a 5-day Residential Program 


The Residential program module is focused on presentations, discussions, and a demonstration of 
competence in the delivery and execution of normal Outreach Trainer activities. 


The Residential program module includes: 


e A demo Excursion Workshop 

e Simulations of typical trainer skills required to effectively facilitate an Excursion Workshop 
e Identifying and improving organizational skills 

e Comprehensive education on TMI trainer policies 

e Preparation for the mentoring stage 


Note: To continue to Module 3 trainees must attain a passing assessment grade in the different activities and 
receive recommendation by the assessment committee. The price for Module 2 is $1495. 


Module 3: The Mentoring Process 


Outreach Trainers will be assigned an experienced TMI Trainer to mentor him/her in the organization, 
preparation and execution of one Excursion Workshop. 


Trainees will: 


e Give two presentations regarding the Hemi-Sync process at some time prior to the Excursion 
program with the advice of the mentor 

e Organize and host one Excursion Workshop with a minimum of four participants, with the assistance 
and feedback of a mentor 

e Pay the cost of travel, lodging, and food for the trainer/mentor 


Note: Once the trainer development program is completed to the satisfaction of the assessment committee 
with input from the mentor, the trainee will be certified as a TMI Outreach Trainer. The total cost for Module 
1 and 2 is $1995.00. 


e TMI will sign a contract with the Outreach Trainer, enabling him/her to organize and offer Excursion 
Workshops as an official TMI program 

e The Outreach Trainer will be required to sign an agreement to abide by the TMI policies and Code of 
Ethics for Outreach Trainers 

e The Outreach Trainer can announce his/her programs on the TMI website, and will be given access to 
his/her own basic web page to include details about his/her activities 

e The Outreach contract must be renewed every year, pending completion of the requisites for 
maintaining Outreach Trainer status determined by TMI 

e The Outreach Trainer will have access to continued online and/or residential trainings to facilitate 
additional Outreach programs developed by TMI
